59th Annual Meeting 


Activity Reaches a New High Mark—1184 Attend Banquet 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


HE Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada held 
T its 59th annual meeting at Toronto February 4 

with much reason for gratification over the splen- 
did vear just closed, and for confidence in the future. 
About 500 members were in attendance, while the an- 
nual banquet in the evening drew a tremendous throng 
of 1184 by actual ticket count. 

Morning Session 

The morning session is given over largely to pres- 
entation of annual reports. President B. H. Thompson 
presided, sharing the rostrom with Vice President Hen- 
derson, Secretary Clemons, and the official delegation 
from the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, which 
was composed of Directors McLaury and Remsberg, and 
Secretary Norton. 

The annual report of Secretary-Treasurer G. M. 
Clemons revealed that the past year set new records for 
membership (7,490, a 5% gain over 1940 and a 37% 
gain in 5 years); a 15% gain in transfers, to reach a 
total of 35,677. Registrations totalled 41,900, a decrease 
of about 2%. For the eighteenth successive year, ROP 
testing showed an increase, the total of 5,420 records 
accepted being about 3% above the previous year, a 
remarkable and pleasing fact in view of prevailing labor 
conditions. Five new championship records were com- 
pleted during the year. In the Selective Registration 
work, 1,155 females and 268 bulls were inspected, a 
large increase. 

Finances of the Association are in excellent condi- 
tion, as revealed by the reports of the Finance Commit- 
tee and Auditor, presented by J. L. Pocock. Earned in- 
come for the year totalled $106,697.42. Expenses 
totalled $106,001.76, leaving an op- 
erating surplus of $69,566, which is 


Additional donations were received so that after all ex- 
penses a total of $11,678.51 was donated to the British 
Friesian Cattle Society for use in war relief in England. 
Report was also made of the changes recently made in 
the terminology of Selective Registry to make this pro- 
gram uniform with the system used by several breeds in 
the United States. 

C. D. Graham, chief of the Ontario Field Service, 
presented the report of the Ontario Extension Service. 
A very busy year was covered by this report, in which 
36 active county clubs participated. With the decrease in 
number of fairs operating much effort was put into the 
holding of local Black and White shows, and this pro- 
gram will be continued. J. M. Fraser gave the report 
of the Fairs Committee. 

Deputy Minister Barton addressed the session on 
dairy production requirements. He reassured the breed- 
ers that the government has no present intention of 
shutting down on exports of breeding cattle. The liquida- 
tion has not been alarming, and an increasing young 
cattle population is growing up to supply replacements. 
He referred to export trade as the “spark plus’ of the 
whole business. He also pledged every effort for main- 
tenance of service in t. b. work. They also felt that 
the situation with respect to calf vaccination is becom- 
jne much clarified. 

. Afternoon Session 

Opening the afternoon session was the reading of the 
President’s address by Pres. B. H. Thomson. It was 
a fine summary of the vear, and will be presented in full 
in these columns. 

Secretary Clemons then read the minutes of the Dir- 
ectors’ meeting and motion for their 
approval was adopted. Interesting 





in line with the established policy of 
the Association. Net worth of the 
Association, under conservative ac- 
counting practice, is listed at $127,- 
459.22. Expenses of the year indlud- 
ed $39,266.70 for the Extension Ser- 
vice, in addition to $4,006.28 in 
grants to fairs, and $8,020.22 to 
send the monthly Holstein-Friesian 
Journal to every active member. 
Chairman Jas. R. Henderson pre- 
sented the report of the Extension 
Service Committee which covered a 
year of broader activity than ever be- 
fore. In Ontario, the work was ex- 
panded with two additional fieldmen 
employed. Perhaps the most striking 
Project of the year was the spon- 
Soring of the War Effort Calf Auc- 
on in which 101 heifer calves, do- 
nated by breeders were sold at 
Brampton, Ont., May 27, for $11,000.

new project there outlined was to 
sponsor writing and publication of 
a history of the breed in Canada. 
Prof. Reaman, of Ontario Agricul- 
tural College, will undertake the 
preparation, along with an advisory 
committee from the association. 
Amendments of the By-Laws, as 
listed in the call, were then taken up 
in order, each being explained by 
Secretary Clemons, and all approved 
unanimously. These were: 
1—-Setting a majority of the 
Board as a quorum. 
2—-Empowering the Board to 
make reciprocal rules or regis- 
tration of imported animals, 
with the Holstein-Friesian Assn. 
of America. 
3——Changing forms of applica- 
tion blanks to give same infor- 
mation as on U. S. forms. 
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4—-Putting a ceiling on penalty fees for transfer. 
5—Requiring affidavit in connection with secur- 
ing duplicate certificates of registry, as asked by 

Dept. of Agricult«re. 

J. J. E. McCague presented the resolutions offered 
by the Resolutions Committee: He referred to the reso- 
lutions of respect to former President W. J. Elgie and 
Vice President R. P. Charbcnneau, both deceased dur- 
ing the year, already approved in the minutes of the 
Board. One resolution urged the re-opening of the ac- 
credited herd plan to new herds as rapidly as circum- 
stances make possible. Another referred to the im- 
portant work of blood testing for parentage being car- 
ried on at the University of Wisconsin, and requested 
that the Ontario Cattle Breeders Association petition the 
Minister of Agriculture to provide such facilities at the 
Ontario Veterinary College, and to send a member of 
the staff to Wisconsin to make a study of their methods. 
Secretary Norton lead a discussion of this very interest- 
ing subject. 


Dr. W. A. Cameron, Dominion Veterinary General, 
addressed the meeting on the subjeet of calf vaccina- 
tion. He stated that Strain 19 vaccine is now available 


to veterinarians from the Department. No Dominion 
plan, however, has been set up, this being left to the 
Provincial Governments. He feels, however, that the 
vaccination work is important now for the conservation 
of livestock, and recommends that it be used in con- 
nection with the blood testing. In the case of Listed 
Herds, the Dominion authorities see no reason why 
vaccination should not be employed where owners wish 
to do so, and such herds may proceed without jeopardiz- 
ing their Listed status, where all animals over 2 years 
old are negative; all unvaccinated animals are negative, 
and all vaccinated calves under 2 years old show a 
normal titer. He made the positive assertion in answer 
to question from a breeder, that there is no danger of 
infecting a clean herd through vaccination with Strain 
19. 

The same subject was discussed by Dr. C. D. 
Gilvray, principal of Ontario Veterinary College, Dr. 
MacGilvray reported on their own extensive experi- 
mental work with Strain 19 vaccination, with results 
closely paralleling the results of similar experience in 
the U. S. He recommended that additional breeders 
should have the opportunity to come under the vacci- 
nation plan if they desire. He stated that their experi- 
mental work indicates that monthly checking of blood 
following vaccination is not necessary, except to indicate 
a positive reaction following vaccination. They are also 
satisfied that vaccination is not harmful in any way and 
does afford protection against abortion. <A_ resolution 
was then adopted commending the action of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture to facilitate calf vacci- 
nation, and also Dr. MacGilvray and the Ontario Veterin- 
ary College for their contribution to this subject. 

Then followed a pleasing ceremony of presenting cer- 
tificates in recogniation of long-time production and out- 
standing production. Secretary Clemons read the cita- 
tions to the following men, Mr. Remsberg making the 
awards: 

T. R. Dent, Woodstock, Ont.. a Gold Ribbon certifi- 
cate for the world’s champion lifetime perform- 
ance of Springbank Snow Countess. 

Elliot Bros., Woodstock, Ont., for the performance 
of Popular Pontiac Abbekerk, world’s champion 
producer on 2X milking over all ages and breeds. 

Mount Victoria Farms, M. W. Butchers, Supt., Hud- 
son Heights, Que., on the performance of Montvic 
Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk, world’s cham- 
pion on 3X milking. 

Raymondale Farm, C. Goodhue, Supt., Vaudreuil, 
Que., on the performance of De Kol Plus Segis 
Dixie, Canadian and former world’s champion 
on 4X milking. 


Election of Directors 

The directors for the provinces other than Ontario 
are elected in advance of the meeting by mail vote. 
Ontario directors are elected by Ontario breeders present 
at the annual meeting. Nine are elected from Western 
Ontario; six from Eastern Ontario. Nominations are cus- 
tomarily made from the floor, and the canvassing of the 
ballots is a rather lengthy process. Upon motion of 
T. R. Dent, seconded by E. L. Sweet, the nine Western 
Ontario directors were all reelected for the ensuing 
year, and the same procedure was followed for Eastern 
Ontario, upon motion of J. H. Jose, seconded by Norman 


Mac- 
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Poole. Both resolutions were unanimously 
and the following men declared elected:

Osborn Sager moved and W. E. Thompson seconded 
that the delegates to the Ontario Cattle Breeders Asso- 
ciation be also reelected, which was unanimously voted.

Hubbs, Bloomfield; T. R. Dent, Woodstock; G. W. 
Henry, Todmorden; J. M. Fraser, Streetsville. 

C. J. Parker was reelected as auditor of the Associa- 
tion. 


Prof. G. M. Raithby closed the meeting with a brief 
report on the efforts of U. S. breed associations to work 
out a uniform dairy cow score card. He recommended 
that Canadian breed associations keep in line with these 
constructive efforts. 

The meeting then adjourned. 


Board of Directors Organizes 

Immediately following adjournment, the Board 
Directors held a brief session for organization. 

First Vice President James R. Henderson, Ports- 
mouth, Ont., was moved up to the office of president by 
unanimous vote, and he was escorted to the chair with 
fitting remarks by the retiring President, B. H. Thomson. 

A vacancy existing through the death of second vice 
president Charbonneau, Geo. C. Jackson was moved up 
to the position of first vice president; J. J. E. McCague 
to second vice president. C. L. Goodhue was chosen 
third vice president and C. C. Haviland started in the 
line as fourth vice president. These four vice presidents, 
with the president and the immediate past president, 
comprise the executive and finance committee. 

The directors set up the following committees:

A grant of $500 was authorized to the newly organ- 
ized Dairy Farmers of Canada which is an amalgamation 
of the former producers section of the National Dairy 
Council and the Canadian Dairy Farmers Federation. 
P. D. McArthur, president of the new organization, spoke 
briefly to the meeting. Frank Napier also appeared be- 
fore the meeting to thank the Association for the sup- 
port given to the Joint Dairy Breeds Committee of which 

*he is secretary. 

Volume 47 of the Herd Book and volume 21 of the 
Year Book were authorized for publication this year. 

The new forms of application for registration and 
transfer were submitted by the secretary and approved. 
It was then decided that hreeders will be sent these new 
forms when their first lot of certificates of registration 
or transfer are forwarded to them. 

There was considerable discussion on grants to fairs 
and a new principle was adopted which discontinues 
all direct grants to fairs except the C. N. E. and Royal 
which are considered national, the money so saved being 
added to extension funds and administered by the 
branches who will be responsible for fair grants within 
their provinces. The branch may decide whether this 
money goes to fairs or their extension work. The grant 
to the C. N. E. will be on the same basis as last year. 
50c on the dollar. J. D. Innes is recommended as judge 
for the C. N. E. with T. R. Dent as alternate. J. M 
Fraser led a discussion on the new C. N. E. prize list, 
and it was adopted with very minor change. It is also 
suggested that, if possible, the C. N. E. set up a class 
for provincial herds. 

The executive committee was instructed to study a 
revision of the Association’s artificial insemination rules, 
the thought being to facilitate operation of clubs. There 
was some further discussion of the breed history to be 
written by Dr. G. E. Reaman and all branch secretaries 
are being asked to cooperate in sending information or 
names of those who have it.

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What's New in Bang’s Disease Control? 


By C. T. CONKLIN in Ayshire Breeders Digest 


was the announcement that calfhood vaccination 

against Bang’s disease had been given official 
approval by the Bureau of Animal Industry, whose chief, 
Doctor John R. Mohler, reported federal sanction before 
the United States Live Stock Sanitary Association, key 
organization of regulatory officials and research workers 
in the animal disease control field. 

In his remarks Doctor Mohler recommended that 
calfhood vaccination under supervision be given a place 
in the national Bang’s control program, which was then 
and is now administered by the various states. Doctor 
Mohler also recommended that a herd under the vaccinal 
plan might be certified as free from Bang’s disease, pro- 
vided all animals over two years of age revealed at 
least two negative reactions with tests properly spaced. 

Up until the time of this memorable meeting, calf- 
hood vaccination had been the most controversial subject 
pertaining to cattle management. For several years 
breeders and state officials had been divided in their 
opinions. Calfhood vaccination had been in official ill- 
repute, while there was a general beating of tom-toms 
for ‘test and slaughter’ as a cattle reduction program, a 
public health measure and of course in the hopes that 
it would be a means of eradicating Bang’s disease. Un- 
fortunately, in too many instances any respect for vac- 
cination was considered to be an attack on the agglu- 
tination test. 

Although prior to the 1940 Chicago meeting the at- 
titude of officials in several states had become much 
more liberal, only a very few had openly taken a stand 
giving approval to calfhood vaccination. Of course, some 
of those in other states were sympathetic, but had re- 
fused to take the initiative without federal approval. No 
doubt the undercurrent of increasing breeder interest in 
calfhood vaccination, a reduction in indemnity funds 
and the success of breeders who had vaccinated had 
tempered opinions prior to Doctor Mohler’s speech. How- 
ever, Doctor Mohler’s remarks were the ‘go’ signal for 
breeders and officials who cared to accept calfhood vac- 
cination. 


In an attempt to present a summary of any changes 
in regulations or state laws made by the various states, 
The Ayshire Digest submitted the following list of ques- 
tions to officials in each state. Replies have been re- 
ceived from forty-six of the forty-eight states. Those not 
replying were Sovth Dakota and Wisconsin. 

The questions were as follows: 

(1) Have you taken steps to recognize calfhood vac- 
cination in your Bang’s control program? 


Of the forty-six replying, forty-two answered ‘Yes.’ 
The four answering ‘No’ were Georgia, Indiana, North 
Carolina and Virginia. North Carolina stated that it did 
not care to sanction calfhood vaccination except under 
very unusual conditions and advised that there seemed 
to be no need for it in that state. Although officials in 
Rhode Island reported that steps have been taken to 
recognize vaccination, they also stated that no very defi- 
nite plan had vet been formulated. North Dakota ad- 
vised that it was using vaccination only in a very lim- 
ited manner. Indiana advised that ‘‘the General Assem- 
bly of the state in both 1939 and 1941 refused to show 
consideration for the plan of vaccination as recommend- 
ed by the Bureau of Animal Industry.” 

(2) Are you contemplating the accreditation of herds 
in which calfhood vaccination is being practiced? 


In this connection it was rather interesting to note 
that several states recognize calfhood vaccination, but at 
the same time have not yet made any provisions for 
accrediting herds in which calfhood vaccination is being 
Practiced, notwithstanding the fact that the Bureau of 
Animal Industry has specifically outlined a program by 
which this may be done. The states reporting this con- 
dition were Nevada, North Dakota, Ohio and South Car- 
Olina. Perhaps the most inconsistent stand is that of 
Ohio, which has a program for supervising calfhood 
vaccination and at the same time refuses to accredit a 
herd as free from Bang’s disease unless all cattle over 
81x months of age are negative to the test at least once 
each year. As previously mentioned, federal recommen- 
dations are definitely contrary to the Ohio regulations.

which seem to be designed to inconvenience those who 
would elect calfhood vaccination. 

(3) Are you paying indemnity for reactors in herds 
in which calfhood vaccination is practiced . 

This question was rather improperly stated, because 
of the fact that in several states no idemnity is being 
paid for reactors, regardless of the disease control plan 
being followed by the owner. Such is the case in Arkan- 
sas, California, Indiana, Kansas, Nevada, Texas, Okla- 
homa, Rhode Island, Massachusetts and possibly other 
states. 


On the other hand, it is significant that twenty-nine 
states are paying indemnity for Bang’s reactors in herds 
that are practicing calfhood vaccination. New York, a 
leading dairy state, does not have funds available for 
this purpose. A review of the regulations of the various 
states indicates that there is a wide variation in the 
requirements for payment of indemnity. Apparently, 
indemnity still seems to he regarded by officials as of 
first consideration. 

(4) Is calfhood vaccination 
supervision? 

All states reported an increase except Georgia, Kan- 
sas, Michigan, New Hampshire, Virginia, West Virginia 
and Wyoming. Of these, Wyoming and Michigan re- 
ported only very slight changes. 

(5) Is the use of the agglutination test increasing? 

All states answered this in the affirmative, except 
California, Colorado, Florida, Indiana, Kansas, Tennes- 
see, Texas, Utah, Virginia and Oregon. 

(6) Are you contemplating or have you adopted reg- 
ulations that will permit cattle to enter your state on a 
certificate of vaccination rather than a blood test report? 

Although answering this question in the affirmative 
is indicative of the of one of the most revolutionary steps 
toward freer interstate movement of cattle, twenty- 
seven advised that the regulations were under consid- 
eration or had been adopted, and only twenty answered 
‘No.’ 


Unfortunately the question was not specific, in that 
it implied that positive cattle properly vaccinated would 
be accepted on the strength of a vaccination certificate 
rather than a negative health chart. However the atti- 
tude of the various states is perhaps best indicated by 
the following reports, showing a growing inclination to 
permit the free movement of vaccinated cattle: 

Claude W. Jones, Commissioner of Domestic Animals, 
Hartford, Connecticut: ‘‘We will allow vaccinated calves 
to enter Connecticut unon Veterinarian’s certificate of 
vaccination but require blood charts from mature ani- 
mals.” 

Arthur P. Schneider, D.V.M., Director Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Boise, Idaho: ‘‘Heifers that have been 
vaccinated with Brucella Abortus organisms under Fed- 
eral or State supervision and identified in accordance 
with the rules and regulations of the state of origin may 
enter the state of Idaho without the Bang’s test but 
must be accompanied by a properly signed Health Cer- 
tificate stating date of vaccination, which must have been 
done not longer than eighteen months or less than 
twenty-one days previously. If longer than eighteen

months, such animals must pass a negative test for 
Brucellosis as required by these regulations.”’ 
W. J. Butler, State Veterinary Surgeon, Helena, 


Montana: ‘“‘We will accept calves that have been vaccin- 
ated with Brucella Abortus vaccine, even though they 
give a positive reaction to the blood test for Bang’s 
disease at the time of entry into the State, provided that 
they are not over fifteen months of age at the time of 
importation, and provided, further, that the cow or cows 
which they have nursed are certified to this office as 
having given a negative reaction to an official blood test 
for Bang’s disease during the time it nursed the calf.” 

The following statements from officials of states 
contemplating changes that will admit cattle on the 
strength of vaccination certificates are indicative of the 
trend: 

Doctor C. E. Kord, Acting State Veterinarian, Nash- 
ville, Tennessee: ‘“‘We are contemplating the adoption 
of regulations for the movement of vaccinated animals

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Michigan Annual Meeting 


The Michigan Holstein-Friesian 
Association held its annual meeting 
at East Lansing, February 2, during 
Farm Week. A good crowd was on 
hand to listen to officers reports and 
consider problems for 1942. Presi- 
dent John A. Rinke presided. Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Herb Miller gave his 
report, which was such a good one 
that we hope to have a copy for pub- 
lication in full. The association is 
prospering, and finishes the year 
with an increased balance ($1,056) 
even with the added expense of en- 
tertaining the National Convention 
last June. Membership at 427 has 
more than tripled since 1938. The 
state sales have been an important 
project and Manager Hugh Aldrich 
was given some time to talk about 
the prospects for the spring sale 
scheduled for April 2. Jim Hays 
gave a brief report for the conven- 
tion committee, stating that it was 
easy to put on because people who 
asked to do something, did it. 

Dean Anthony spoke briefly at the 
lunckeon which preceded the meet- 
ing advancing the thought that we 
need now as never before strong 
breed and farm organizations and 
leadership.

The matter of a state-wide Black 
& White Show at Holland, Mich., 
during the Tulip Festival was dis- 
cussed and the idea approved as an 
annual event if satisfactory details 
can be worked out by the officers. 

The following directors were elec- 
ted: M. D. Buth Comstock Park; 
George Foster, Fostoria; Burr Allen, 
Fowlerville; M. A. Parsons, Lin- 
wood; Chas, McBride, Temperance; 
Chas. Figy, Morenci; C. H. Fres- 
hour, Mason; John A. Rinke, 'War- 
ren, and F. W. Tullis, Monroe. The 
Board later elected Mr. Tullis presi- 
dent; Geo. A. Foster, vice president, 
and Herb Miller, secretary-treasurer. 
The annual summer picnic will be 
held in July at Farfields Farm, Mon- 
roe, with the new president as host.

Rex Thompson, the re- 
tiring president was made Director- 
at-large, so that the Association 
would not again lose the experience 
of the retiring president. 

New directors for Districts 1, 2, 3, 
and 7 were also elected. Director for 
District 1—-George Neises, Crown 
Point, Indiana; District 2—-~Whitney 
Kline, Culver, Indiana; District 3— 
Clee Hibschman, Syracuse, Indiana; 
District 7—E. G. Alden, Terre 
Haute, Indiana. Gerald Habben of 
Layfayette, Indiana was elected to 
serve for District 4 because of the 
retirement of H. K. Schwindler of 
Crawfordsville, Indiana. 

At six o’clock on January 14, the 
breeders met in the Purdue Union 
Memorial Building for their annual 
banquet. Forty-nine breeders and 
their wives were present. 

The high-light of the evening was 
the presentation, by the Indiana 
Holstein-Friesian Assn., to the Dairy 
Department of Purdue University, of 
a picture of C. W. Newman of Cul- 
ver, Indiana. Mr. Newman is now 
87 years old and is well known in 
Holstein circles, having served as 
Vice-President of the National Assn. 
in 1935, as a breeder and promoter 
of Holsteins. He is still quite active 





and very graciously consented to at- 


tend the banquet. After C. W. Del- 
linger made the presentation, Mr.

Professor J. H. Hilton was the 
speaker for the evening and gave 
a very timely talk on Vitamin A 
deficiencies. In his talk he stressed 
the necessity of feeding young stock, 
as well as mature animals, green 
feeds. 

The last thing on the program was 
the presentation of the Life-Time 
Production Certificates. This is the 
second year that these awards have 
been given. There are three awards, 
bronze, silver and gold. A cow must 
produce at least 2,000 pounds of fat 
for a bronze certificate, 3,000 pounds 
of fat for a silver certificate, and 
4,000 pounds of fat for a gold cer- 
tificate. Last year 119 certificates 
were awarded, this year 85 awards 
were made to nineteen breeders 
There were six gold, 22 silver and 
57 bronze certificates. 

The Indiana Association has end- 
ed another successful year, and is 
starting on this new year with the 
expectation of making a better show- 
ing than ever before. One highlight 
of last year’s work which will be 
repeated again this year is the State 
Sale. We breeders in Indiana felt 
that our sale, which averaged $189. 
was well up with other sales over 
the country and therefore will prob- 
ably establish it as a yearly Indiana 
Holstein event.—Oscar Wesson.

Leading Index Sire Comes to Pabst Farms 


New herd sire at Pabst Farms, 
Oconomowoc, Wis. is Wisconsin Ad- 
miral Burke Lad 697789, just an- 
nounced by the  Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America as the high- 
est index Gold Medal Sire as well as 
the highest index sire in the official 
Herd Test of any breed with as many 
as 11 dam-daughter pairs. His Class 
B index on 11 pairs is 21,290 lbs 
milk, 3.98%, 847 lbs fat. 

Wisconsin Admiral Burke Lad was 
born August 3, 1934 at Wisconsin 
State Reformatory, Green Bay, Wis., 
who sold him as a calf to Utah State 
Industrial School, Ogden, Utah. In 
his younger days in Utah he was 
somewhat overshadowed by older 
Green Bay bull, Wisconsin Pinky, 
and few outside of the Rocky Moun- 
tain area heard much about him un- 
til the Cow Palace Sale last spring, 
when Sale Manager Snodgrass se- 
lected a couple of the young daugh- 
ters of this sire for the sale, neither 
yet in milk, which sold for an aver- 
age of $485 each. A bit later came 
Vol. 12 of the Red Book, announcing

Pabst Farms, always on the hunt 
for something better in the way of 
herd sires, were attracted to this 
bull and Howard Clapp made two 
trips to Utah to see the bull and to 
make a study of his daughters and 
the dams from which they came. He 
found the daughters remarkably uni- 
form for great udders, large size and 
pleasing type, practically all not only 
greater producers and higher testers 
than their dams but also better in 
type and udders. 

In Herd Classification, 19 of his 
daughters ‘shave’ been rated, with 7 
Very Good, 9 Good Plus and 3 Good, 
for a score of 82.53 as compared 
with a similar score for their dams 
of 79.33. 

Howard Clapp, a deep student of 
breed improvement, was particularly 
impressed by the fact that when

cept desirable ones. Mr. Clapp also 
visited several ‘herds where sons of 
Burke are in service and discovered 
that not only have two of his sons 
been state fair grand champions and 
two others reserve grand champion, 
but that all of these sons old enough 
to have offspring seem to be doing 
the kind of job one would except 
from sons of such a sire. 

Along with the sire, Pabst Farms 
purchased five of his daughters, 
three of them from the Industrial 
School, one from County Agent El- 
mer Gibson of Manti, Utah and the 
other from Wyoming State Hospital 
at Evanston, Wyoming. ‘This ship- 
ment to Wisconsin was accompanied 
by LeGrand Walker, ‘herdsman at 
the Industrial School, who also 
brought with him a bull for Wiscon- 
sin State Reformatory, an inbred 
son of “Burke” out of one of the 
best of the Burke daughters, Weber 
Burke Pride (V. G.) with a Class C 
3-yr-old record of 547.1 lbs fat from 
over 15,000 lbs milk.

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Playing with Fire 

EWS dispatches from Utica, N. Y., under date of 
N February 7 indicate that the organizing committee 

of the Dairy Farmers Union has voted to align 
with District 50 section of John L. Lewis’ United Mine 
Workers. The statement says that John L. Lewis ‘‘has 
pledged himself to active participation in the dairy 
farmers’ fight for a living price for milk.” Ratification 
of this action will be sought from locals of the D. F. U., 
which has a claimed membership of 22,000 dairymen in 
the six-state New York milkshed. 


John L. Lewis’ interest in dairy farmers is quite 
understandable. Discredited in the C. I. O., he is cur- 
rently reported as planning to withdraw his United Mine 
Workers, and naturally a new and virgin field like the 
dairy farmers of America would be attractive to him as 
a possible source of revenue and power. 


It was recently reported that this same District 590 
had organized dairymen around Detroit, with 5,000 mem- 
bers claimed. There it was stated that the basis of mem- 
bership was 10 cents a cow for initiation and dues of 
3 cents a hundred pounds of milk sold. Plans for activ- 
ities are also reported in Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa and 
Ohio. 


The New York Dairy Farmers Union claims 22,000 
members. If they average 10 cows per member, and 
average 20 lbs of milk a day per cow, the ‘“take’’ for 
District 50 United Mine Workers would run on the De- 
troit basis to over $500,000 a year. This, of course, is 
just a drop in the bucket of the dairy industry of Amer- 
ica. What a vista of gold and power it opens for John 
L. Lewis! No wonder he can pass out jobs and prom- 
ises to men who will assist him in this organization. 

Dairymen should give very careful thought to all 
angles before making such an alliance. What have they 
in common? 


If this hook-up of dairymen will accomplish any- 
thing for them, it must secure a better price for their 
milk. Higher wholesale prices for milk necessarily 
mean higher retail prices also unless the cost of dis- 
tribution is reduced. That means among other things 
a lower labor cost or methods that reduce the amount 
of labor. Will the C.I.0O. look out for milk producers’ 
interests in either direction? They are interested in 
higher and higher wages for their members—and in all 
manner of restrictions to bring about greater employ- 
ment. As consumers, they are interested in keeping the 
cost of milk down. 

Dairy farmers should watch out lest the labor 
unions get into the further field of organizing farm 
labor. Not the responsible owners of dairy herds— 
the ‘“‘capitalists’”’ that Lewis fights in every other field of 
his activity—but their employees. It has already come 


in California dairies, with union milkers stopping in the 
midst of milking a cow, when they have extracted their 
permitted quota, and union truck drivers refusing to 
haul “hot’’ milk from non-union dairies. Do we want to 
bring that condition into the New York milk shed with 
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all the violence and bitterness that goes with a C. [. vV. 
conducted strike. 

Dairy Farmers Union members should think very 
seriously before voting such an alliance as is proposed. 
Will you get a half-million dollars a year benefit from 
it? If your officers feel forced to recommend it in order 
to strengthen union finances, would it not be better 
business to provide it direct, at a fraction of the half- 
million dollars a year Mr. Lewis proposes to extract from 
you, and continue to work with the other organized 
dairy groups? It may be a slower process than you like 
But as milk producers, won’t we all get farther eventu- 
ally if we continue to make a serious and sincere effort 
to run our own show? We are certainly playing with 
fire to make any sort of a tie-up with John L. Lewis 
and his ambitions. 


Will We Make the Production Goal ? 


T THE recent meeting of the Purebred Dairy Cattle 
A Association, Chief O. E. Reed appeared informally 

on the program. In describing the production goal 
set for the dairy industry for 1942 (125 billion pounds) 
he said a lot in one sentence. 

Said Chief Reed, “Our plans from now to April 1 
will determine whether or not we make our goal of pro- 
duction.” Just think that over in the light of your own 
individual herd operation. The thought was not there 
elaborated but »nlenty of answers will occur to you. 

Certainly near the top of the planning list should 
be provision for supplementary pasture or green feed 
for our cows when pastures are short. We hope Nature 
will be kind and give us an abundant growing season, 
but it is not safe to count on it. The Lord helps them 
that help themselves. If you are at all in doubt as to 
the crop best adapted to vour conditions, check up with 
your County Farm Bureau or State College, and if you 
have not already done so, make your plans NOW for 
seed and fertilizer. If vou plan to make grass silage. 
check up on preservative agents now. We suspect some- 
thing else than molasses may have to be used. 

Tt will not increase total production simply to trans- 
fer cows from one herd to another. And raising more 
heifers now will not increase milk production for 1942 
Better feeding and care hold the key. Prices apparently 
will make it profitable, and there is no other stimulus 
as effective—and this is no reflection upon the patriot- 
ism of our dairvmen. They have suffered so long that 
they just can’t afford to produce those extra pounds at 
a loss. 

Three-time milking schedules widely adopted would 
make a tremendous gain in production, but the labor 
situation make such a development very difficult to carry 
out on any extended scale. Dairymen who are in a po- 
sition to do it might well give it careful consideration 
With good herds, it is commercially profitable. 

In planning your work, do not overlook the import- 
ance of checking over all farm machinery and equip- 
ment now and ordering at once all needed repair 
parts. It will save endless annoyance and_ expensive 
delavs later. 

And while you are making this check-up, if you have 
not already done so, gather up and turn in to the junk 
man all the scrap metal that may have accumulated 
It will help relieve the current shortage of scrap, will 
improve the appearance of your property, and bring in 
a bit of revenue as well. Sam Guard revorted in the 
Breeder’s Gazette a survey he recently made of 50 farms 
in his section. Many of the owners had told him they 
didn’t have any scrap lying around, but by actual weight 
they found an average of 500 lbs per farm. Perhaps your 
farm comes in that class. It counts up more than yoll 
realize. 


Noyes Makes Finding of Fact in Guernsey Case 


N FEBRUARY 3, Commissioner Noyes complete 
O his Findings of Fact in the Guernsey Milk Case, 
involving the Buffalo and Rochester, N. Y., Market 
Order cases. It will be recalled that in the set-up am! 
operation of these Market Orders, the New York State 
Guernsey Breeders Cooperative, Inc., demanded special! 
privileges for Guernsey milk, first asking complete eX 
emption from the equalization pool, and later amending 
this to a demand for special price differentials. ; 
After lengthy battles in New York courts, the Cour’

the Commissioner had acted legally, but that in 
not granting the relief the Guernsey Breeders Cooper- 
ative had asked, he should have made finding of fact 


to support his position. He was therefore directed to 
make such findings, either on the basis of testimony 
already submitted, or in evidence to be given at further 
hearings. 


Pursuant te this direction, Commissioner Noyes held 
public hearings for seven days last summer in the cities 
of Buffalo and Rochester, and a voluminous record com- 
piled. Attorneys for the New York State Guernsey Breed- 
ers Cooperative Inc., and Golden Guernsey, Inc., (the 
National organization) appeared in behalf of the Guern- 
sey claims, while opposed to it were many producers or- 
ganizations. The Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica and the New York Holstein-Friesian Association 
represented the Holstein position. 


On the basis of this testimony, Commissioner Noyes 
now makes his finding in a typewritten statement cov- 
ering 28 legal size pages. He lists 84 separate findings 
of fact from the testimony supporting his conclusions, 
which we quote: 

1.“Producers and marketers of Guernsey milk 
are not restrained either by law or by either 
Official Order No. 127 or 129 from selling their 
milk at a premium price over and above the 
minimum price fixed by these official orders. 
and are not restrained from retaining that pre- 
mium for themselves. They are free to negoti- 
ate with dealers purchasing their milk for a 
special premium. Any such special premium 
which milk sold as Guernsey milk can com- 
mand in the market should be paid by the 
dealers and should not be included in the com- 
putation of the uniform price. 

2. ‘There is no justification for including in either 
Official Order No. 127 or 129 a differential in 
favor of milk sold as Guernsey milk and no ad- 
justment in favor of milk sold as Guernsey 
milk should be made under the equalization 
provisions of such Official Orders Nos. 12% 
and 129.” 

Whether the Guernsey Breeders Cooperative will con- 

tinue the legal battle for further review in the courts 

has not been announced at this writing. The costs, with 
their high-powered attorneys, etc., have been tremendous 
to date, whatever the source of their funds, enough to 
over-balance the demanded subsidy for a considerable 
Period, if success should finally crown their efforts. 


Many Guernsey breeders are becoming very impatient 
with these efforts which have had the effect of belittling 
the efficiency of the Guernsey cow, through the stress 
placed upon their need for a special differential to off- 
set high costs of production and which have incurred for 
the Guernsey organization the ill-will of other dairymen 
in these markets because of the effort to secure special 
advantage at their expense. More recently a similar ef- 
fort has been made in connection with the Federal-State 
Order in the New York City Market to get a special 
differential for milk testing over 4.5% and meeting 
certain conditions of handling. A complicated formula 
was proposed which presumably would accomplish the 
purpose sought more openly in the up-state orders. It is 
hot anticipated that the Secretary of Agriculture will 
Inject this new feature into an already highly compli- 
cated Market Order.

basement of the Association’s head office to help reduce 
the hazard of heavy storage at present on the top floor 
of the building. To further reduce the storage problem 
it was decided to hold not more than 50 copies of the 
Herd Book up to volume 30. 

They planned for a balanced budget with income and 
expenditure for the coming year of $109,642. Of this 
$69,641 is for general operation and $40,000 for exten- 
sion A further $5,000 withdrawal from the extension 
service supplementary fund was authorized to bring the 
total budget for the extension service to $45,000. The 
extension committee budgeted for $8,394 for national 
extension, a net expenditure of $7,954 as receipts of $440 
from sale of road signs and show blankets already in 
stock are anticipated. This leaves the amount of $37,046 
for expenditure by the branches. In the past this money 
has been appropriated to the branches on a membership 
basis. A new policy was set up by the extension com- 
mittee under which payments to branches are made on 
the basis of their receipts, this year with a 40% bonus 
to Quebec and a 70% bonus to other provinces except 
Ontario, Ontario Extension funds taking the rap to pro- 
vide this bonus. I might «also tell you that a sum of 
$300 was set up to be used to finance an exhibit to the 
National Dairy Show or the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress, final decision on this being left until the nex! 
meeting. 

It was also decided to present Certificates of Superior 
Production to all cows that have or do make 1,000 lbs 
fat, this in addition to the present regulations. 

C. C. Haviland and L. J. Millington werfe added to 
the list of approved judges.

Three Canadian Championship rec- 
ords were completed during the year 
and two of the most famous life- 
timers added another record to their 
total. Montvic Rag Apple Colantha 
Abbekerk 224416, bred and owned 
by T. B. Macaulay, Hudson Heights, 
Que., established a new fat record 
for mature cows on three times a 
day milking of 1,263 lb. fat from 
29,208 lb. milk. Bonnie Segis Keyes 
389277, bred and owned by Leslie 
Thompson, Woodstock, Ont., is the 
new champion junior two year old 
for both milk and fat on twice a day 
milking with 20,479 lb. milk and 777 
lb. at. C.P.R. Demonstration Farm, 
Strathmore, Alta. bred and develop- 
ed the third record-breaker, Strath- 
more Koba McKinley Daisy 319822. 
At four years of age, milked four 
times daily, this heifer produced 30,- 
833 lb. milk and 1,114 Ib. fat to be- 
come champion for milk in her class. 
Meadowbrae Echo Rosebud 170675, 
bred and owned by Quincy D. Whale, 
Alma, Ont. brought her lifetime total 
on twice a day milking to 186,220 
Ib. milk and 5,815 lb. fat and held 
her milk championship while Dew- 
drop Johanna Changeling 233186, 
owned by Douglas Hart, Woodstock, 
Ont. strengthened her hold on the 
fat championship by increasing her 
total to 176,590 lb. milk and 6,176 
lb. fat on twice a day milking. Many 
other great records were made with 
which the Holstein-Friesian Journal 
has made you familiar. 

During the year a series of confer- 
ences was held between the execu- 
tives and officers of our Association 


and those of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. The objects 
were to achieve uniformity in our 


grading and testing methods, and 
effect any possible improvement in 
our contacts with each other. and, 
if necessary, to make such regula- 
tions regarding transfers of animals 
as would be mutually beneficial. It 
has been very pleasing that the ut- 
most cordiality and spirit of Cco- 
operation has existed between the 
members of our executives and ASs- 
sociations. This is only as it should 
be. We have exactly the same breed 
and are working for the same ends. 
Anything that improves the breed on 
one side of the line is bound to help 
it on the other side. 


Our foundation stock all came 
from south of the border and from 
time to time animals have been 
brought in to improve our cattle. In 
more recent years there has been 4 
large movement the other way. On 
the whole this inter-change has, ! 
think, been helpful to each. This 
market for some of our cattle in the 
United States is an important one 


to us. The United States Association 
welcomes our good cattle. There 
have, however, been considerable 


numbers of the lower grades sent 
across. Thes are not a good adver- 
tisement. In these times when the 
price of meat is good, an outlet at 
good prices is available for animals 
that are perhaps not very worthy 
purebreds. It seems a poor policy 
to export them and establish a rePpu-

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A BROOD COW BUILDS A HERD 
By ARLANDE R. MEADE 
Editors Note—Data on Winnie Ormsby 
Pontiac Finderne and Adequate Eva 
Ormsby Pontiac Posch are up-to-date 
(Jan. 1942). Records of other living cows 

and herd averages are up to Dec. 1940. 


An ordinary Pennsylvania barn 
houses an extraordinary herd of Hol- 
steins due to an extraordinary cow 
now five generations removed from 
the younger members of the present 
herd, plus herd management which 
is not far from extraordinary itself. 

The barn is near Wellsboro; it is 
owned by Roy S. Bowen: fhe cow 
which made it all possible is Gwennie 
Prilly Pontiac. The entire herd 
today has descended from this one 
cow. 

She was not born at Bowen’s farm 
nor did she come there by chance. 
In 1925 Roy Bowen and his county 
agent, Paul P. Korb, went cow- 
hunting to get a foundation for a 
reformation of his herd, his grade 
herd having been riddled by tuber- 
culosis losses. He looked far and 
carefully, but found nothing he liked 
better than ‘‘Gwennie”’ and her five 
daughters. The price was high—too 
high he thought, but he could not 
see any future in average stock, so 
took a gamble and paid $500 for 
“Gwennie,’’ $400 for each of four 
daughters and $300 for a yearling 
daughter—and he signed a note for 
the entire $2400 at 6% interest. 

Too much money? Let’s see what 
he was getting. ‘“Gwennie’’ herself 
had just made an Advanced Registry 
record of 722.7 pounds butterfat in 
305 days. Three of her daughters 
were sired by one bull, and two by 
another, and they were all uniformly 
good. Mr. Bowen was looking for a 
foundation herd. Here it was. 

Now let us survey some of the re- 
sults. In 1928, one daughter, Wanda 
Pontiac Ormsby Melanie, set a Penn- 


sylvania state dairy herd improve- 
ment association record of 946 
pounds of butterfat from 27,255 


pounds of milk. The Indiana County 
Farm bought her for $1,000, thus 
repaying 40% of Mr. Bowen’s initial 
investment in the proverbial ‘one 
fell swoop.”’ 

Another daughter, Wilda Pontiac 
Ormsby Melanie, twin to Wanda, 
produced 682.1 pounds butterfat in 
314 days and 2,906 pounds butter- 
fat in 5 years. Another daughter, 
Arlene Gwennie Pontiac, produced 
627.1 pounds butterfat, also in 314 
days, and 2,017 pounds before she 
succumbed to an udder infection.

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The next daughter, Gwennie Junior 
Ormsby Finderne, made _ 688.4 
pounds butterfat, as a 65-year-old. 
This daughter continued to produce 
to her seventeenth year, making a 
lifetime total of 6,381 pounds butter- 
tat from 200,293 pounds of milk. 


The fifth daughter, Winnie Orms- 
by Pontiac Finderne, produced 719.2 
pounds butterfat in one year as an 
11-year-old, and has made a life- 
time total of 253,304 pounds of milk 
with 7,701 pounds butterfat. This 
outstanding total was made in spite 
of the fact that she was not tested 
for one year, was three-teated for 
eight years, and was kept chiefly for 
a breeder and not for milk produc- 
tion. A Pennsylvania State College 
news release of February 2, 1940 
states that the combined production 
of Winnie, her two full sisters and 
three of their daughters would fill 
enough shipping cans to load 33 rail- 
road cars. She gave birth to 16 
calves, including three sets of twins. 
A daughter, Adequate Eva Ormsby 
Pontiac Posch 1386426, has produced 
135,600 pounds milk with 4,326 
pounds butterfat. 

A foundation family? We hope 
you have a better one, but we doubt 
it. 

There are now in the herd grand- 
daughters, great-granddaughters 
and great-great-granddaughters of 
Gwennie Prilly Pontiac, all large, at- 
tractive and heavily producing cows, 
plus a good crop of youngsters. 


This herd has been on test for a 
dozen years, making averages from 
402 to 656 pounds of butterfat year- 
ly. In 1927 and 1928, the herd led 
all herds of all breeders in the state 
of Pennsylvania in the dairy herd 
improvement association tests. In 
1939, it was surpassed by only one 
pound of butterfat, when the Zim- 
merman herd of eighteen made the 
phenomenal record of 657 pounds of 
butterfat. 

In the present herd, there are de- 
scendants of the old foundation cow 
through each of her first five daugh- 
ters; and a son also was used to con- 
centrate her blood. The present herd 
sire is one leased from the United 
States Experiment Station at Belts- 
ville, Maryland. He is Line Colantha 
Gerben of Utrecht, a product of the 
now famous breeding experiment at 
Beltsville. 

In conclusion, we might remark 
that Roy Bowen’s Holsteins are kept 
for the purpose of making a liveli- 
hood and not to make outstanding 
records. They stand in a plain tie-up 
like hundreds of thousands of other 
cattle and are not pampered in any 
way. The roughage fed is ordinary 
home-grown, mixed hay, and has 
been supplemented by commercial 
mixed feed during the years in which 
the highest averages have been made. 

During the years that the highest 
records were made the cows were 
Milked three times daily during the 
Winter months and twice daily for 
the rest of the year. Visitors at the 
Bowen farm will find good cattle to 
look at, outstanding records to study 
and upon persuasion, might even get 
Mr. Bowen to show the trophies and 
certificates won by him by his high 
Producing Holsteins.

Carolinians Hold a Meeting 


By E. M. 


A very successful meeting of Hol- 
stein breeders from North Carolina 
and South Carolina was held in 
Charlotte, N. C. on January 14th. 
The program included address by 
Prof. R. H. Ruffner, Head of the 
Animal Husbandry Department, Ra- 
leigh, N. C., Prof. J. P. LaMaster, 
Head of the Dairy Department, Clem- 
son Agricultural College, Clemson, 
Ss. C. and Mr. Henry of the Dairy 
Extension Department, Clemson, S. 
C. Prof. J. A. Arey, Extension Dairy- 
man, Raleigh, N. C. served as chair- 
man of the meeting. Mr. Henry had 
the results of an analysis of D.H.I.A. 
records by breeds in South Carolina 
which showed that 2,000 records 
made by Holsteins averaged 306 Ibs. 
fat which was about 30% higher 
than the other breeds. Prof. LaMas- 
ter related a study of pedigrees of 
many Holstein sires which showed 
that most of them traced back to 
one or more of three famous founda- 
tion sires, namely: Paul De Kol, Sir 
Henry of Maplewood and Netherland 
Prince. He also showed that most 
Holsteins trace to the imported cow 
De Kol 2d. Fieldman Clark took a 
good deal of “ribbing’’ about rep- 
resenting a breed with ‘‘only fhree 
bulls and one cow.” Prof. Ruffner 
prepared a list of the ten highest 
Holstein records in North Carolina 
in 1931 as compared with a list as 
of January 1, 1941. The ten records 
listed for 1931 averaged 642.5 Ibs.

fat as compared with an average of 
706.6 lbs. fat for 1941. The state 
leader, Gerben Uneeda Vale, owned 
by D. W. Lindley, Guilford College, 
N. C. appeared on both lists with a 
record of 23,516.3 lbs. milk and 
805.8 lbs. fat. 

One of the subjects up for discus- 
sion was the advisability of combin- 
ing the two state associations. After 
careful thought it was decided to 
maintain separate organizations to 
better serve the Holstein interests. 
However, it was voted to form a 
new association known as the South 
Eastern States Holstein Association 
with the President and Secretary of 
each of the state associations in 
North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Georgia serving as a board of direc- 
tors. 

The South Carolina breeders re- 
elected as President, E. T. McClure, 
Columbia, and M. J. Rhodes, Green- 
wood, as Secretary-Treasurer. 

The North Carolina Association 
elected Dr. C. E. Rankin, Morganton, 
President; C. C. McCoin, Thomas- 
ville, Vice-President and D. Bernard 
Dougherty, Boone, Secretary-Treas- 
urer. Other board of directors elect- 
ed were R. O. Lindsay, High Point; 
F. L. Holcombe, Fayetteville; J. F. 
Flowers, Charlotte; A. O. McEachern 
Wilmington; S. H. Stroud, Kins- 
ton and W. A. Coble, Guilford Col- 
lege. 

E. T. McClure was elected presi- 





dent of the newly formed South 
Eastern States Holstein Association 
and D. Bernard Dougherty Sec.- 
Treas. 


Fieldman Clark talked on Herd 
Testing and Herd Classification as 
the basis for breed improvement and 
showed the movie ‘‘The Holstein 
Cow Meets Every Situation.” 

The meeting was attended by 37 
breeders and was considered to be 
the best Holstein meeting ever held 
in the Carolinas. 


NORTH CAROLINA FIELD NOTES 


Prof. A. Kimrey, Extension Dairy- 
man at Raleigh, accompanied Field- 
man Clark on a week’s tour visiting 
several Holstein breeders in the 
state. As a result of the Charlotte 
meeting and the farm visits made, 
six breeders have decided to have 
their herds classified. The work will 
start April 7th at the Appalachain 
State Teachers College, Boone, where 
Bernard Dougherty has laid the 
foundation for a fine herd by pur- 
chasing 50 head in the past couple 
of years. A. O. McEachern, Wilming- 
ton will have 90 to 100 to classify; 
Clemson College, Clemson, S. C. 
abovt 75 head: J. C. Eagles, Wilson, 
N. C. 30 head; H. J. Thacker, Win- 
ston-Salem, 25 head; N. C. Agricul- 
tural College, Raleigh, 15 head. 


Up North we often hear that Hol- 
steins ‘“‘won’t do well” in the South. 
They know not whereof they speak. 
As Kimrey says, it’s a question of @ 
lot of good roughage. 


Take the A. O. McEachern herd of 
Please mention the Holstein-Friesian World when writing to our advertisers 
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over 90 head at Wilmington as an 
example. These cows are all home 
pred, large deep bodied cows with 
plenty of feed capacity—and they 
get the feed. We saw this herd on 
January 15th almost knee deep in 
pasture composed of oats and Aus- 
trailian winter peas. In addition they 
get hay, silage and grain the year 
around. Average production, 404 Ibs 
fat in H.I.R. on twice-~a-day milking. 
Mr. McEachern and his son-in-law 
Mr. McCarley retail straight Holstein 
milk and are now getting 18 cents 
a quart and a dollar a quart for 
heavy crean—not bad. If you want 
an excellent oyster dinner never turn 
down an invitation from these folks. 


Then there is the State Hospital 
herd at Goldsboro, with R. M. Pur- 
sur as Business Manager. This herd 
just finished the D.H.I.A. year with 
an average 12,816 lbs. milk and 468 
lbs fat for 68.4 cows on twice-a-day 
milking. Herd composed of grade 
and registered Holsteins, 20 of which 
made over 500 lbs fat. Two McEach- 
ern sires are being used in this herd. 
Except at milking time the cows run 
loose in open sheds and have access 
to all the alfalfa hay they can eat. 


The 22 Holsteins in the Cottonade 
herd at Fayetteville averaged 14,- 
695 lbs milk and 510 lbs fat. Some 
milked three times first part of lac- 
tation. This herd is owned by Wil- 
liam Sutherland of Chicago and man- 
aged by F. J. Holcombe. 


S. H. Stroud, Business Manager of 
the Caswell Training School, Kins- 
ton, is building up a fine herd of 
Holsteins—-all descended from reg- 
istered stock. Efforts are now being 
made to register as many as possible. 


J. C. Eagles at Wilson is rapidly 
working to a fine herd of registered 
cows. He was a heavy buyer at the 
Brentwood Sale held at Lauxmont 
Farms a few years back. He now has 
30 head to be classified. 





H. J. Thacker of Winston-Salem 
has one of the best type herds in 
North Carolina as many breeders 
will testify who have met him in the 
State Fair show ring. In his herd of 
43 cows, some grades and some yel- 
low, he now has 25 ready to classify. 


At Morganton there are two state 
herds. Dr. C. B. Rankin, Supt. of 
School for the Deaf is using a U. S. 
D. A. bull and in a couple of years 
he will be a proven sire and his 
daughters will then be classified for 
type. Across the hills is the large 
herd owned by the State Hospital 
which averaged 353 Ibs. fat and 10,- 
195 lbs milk for 82 cows. A start 
is being made with registered cows 
which were bought in Maryland a 
few years ago. 


W. A. Coble at Guilford College 
has an exceptionally fine dairy barn 
— herd. He milks about 80 head. 
: hen Kimrey stepped into the barn 
ae 8aid to Coble: “Every time I have 
eed in here in the past I always 
a one string of Holsteins and one 
strin’ of yellow cows, now I see one 
in ng of Holsteins and only a sprink-

nothing but Holsteins.’’ Coble has a 
cow he bought up in Ohio that should 
give a good account of herself if 
she is shown at the State Fair.

Pleasing Experience with Vaccination 


Frank N. Decker, Syracuse, N. Y.,; 
whose Thendara Herd is one of our 
well known breeding institutions, re- 
ports his experience with vaccina- 
tion in the control of Bang’s disease. 
When blood testing came along, Mr. 
Decker went into the program and 
shortly had an Approved Bang-Free 
herd. Then came a disastrous fire 
which destroyed his main barns, and 
the animals were housed at various 
neighboring farms until different ar- 
rangements could be made. In due 
course came a break on the blood 
test, followed by a storm of abor- 
tion. 

This herd was founded directly 
from the original Gerrit S. Miller 
herd, and the inheritance was rather 
priceless on that account. Slaugh- 
ter of the reactors would have been 
ruinous and the blood lines irre- 
placable. It happened that at that 
time the Federal people were organ- 
tzing their field experiment in calf- 
hood vaccination, and Mr. Decker 
offered his herd as one of twenty- 
five accepted from New York State. 
The experimental work in New York 
was under direct supervision of Dr. 
Asa Winters. This project has now 
been closed. Following is Dr. Win- 


ter’s summary report on the Then- 
dara herd, which we are sure will 
be read with much interest.

First herd test made 12-26-36. 

46 animals over 6 months of age 
included in initial test. 

11 positive reactors (23.9%), 3 
suspects, on initial test. 

17 additional positive animals re- 
vealed during subsequent retests. 
These included purchased additions 
as well as new reactors in the or- 
iginal unit. 


Abortions in un-vaccinated group 
during period if the exp.—11, show- 
ed positive blood reactors. 1 show- 
ed a suspicious blood reaction. 4, 
showed no blood reaction. 

Total calves vaccinated between 
ages of four to eight mos. during 
period of the exp., viz:119 females. 
5 males. 

25 females have been sold for 
dairy purposes during the time of 
the exp. and 7 others have been dis- 
posed of for other reasons, or have 
died in the herd. A present total 
of 87 vaccinated females remain in 
the herd. 


2 vaccinated males have been sold, 
leaving 3 in the herd. 

48 vaccinated animals have fresh- 
ened once, with 1 of these births be- 
ing premature, but negative to the 
blood test. 


13 vaccinated animals have fresh- 
ened twice, with two of these births 
being premature, but both negatible 
to Bangs infection. 

(There should have been several 
third pregnancy terminations during 











this time, but the several sales of the 
earlier vaccinated members has pre- 
vented obtaining any record of 
such.) 


The herd test of Dec. 15, 1941 
records a total of 106 animals in the 
herd, over 6 mos. of age at that time. 
Of this total, 14 are original herd 
members (not vaccinated) and 2 
are young un-vaccinated bulls born 
to the herd. Ninety of the total 
are vaccinated individuals, three of 
them being vaccinated males. 


All are negative to the agglutin- 
ation test except six vaccinated cal- 
ves under one year of age. 


Of the younger calves, only those 
born since June 14, 1941 remain un- 
vaccinated. 


Commenting on this matter, Mr. 
Decker writes, ‘Naturally, I feel 
pleased with the report obtained 
from the recently completed herd 
test, after a period of over 5 years 
of effort expended in securing results 
since it would seem that the herd 
is well on the road to an approved 
vaccinated herd.”’ 


We would welcome for publica- 
tion reports from other herds which 
cooperated in this Federal Bangs 
Vaccination experiment. We have 
yet to find one who did not come out 
of it as an enthusiast for the vaccil- 
ation program.

are preparing a generation of dairy- 
men capable of handling Virginia’s 
increased interest in the production 
of milk. 

David Middleton, son of John Mid- 
dleton, who with his brother operates 
the Middleton Brothers’ Holstein 
breeding establishment at Herndon, 
Virginia, exhibited his outstanding 
Holstein heifer calf, Dunloggin Ola- 
win, to the enviable position of “Best 
4-H Club Animal” at the Floris Fair. 
The heifer is a daughter of Dunlog- 
gin Belwin, outstanding show bull 
which stood second in the two-year- 
old class at the Dairy Cattle Congress 
this fall. 

The Middleton Brothers’ herd, one 
of the oldest registered herds of 
Holsteins in Virginia, has been under 
continuous dairy herd improvement 
association test for 20 years with an 
average for that period on 32 cows 
of 10,672 lbs milk, 403 lbs fat. Dur- 
ing the past two years a 32-cow herd 
has averaged 481 lbs fat. 

Early in the development of the 
herd, Sir Bess Ormsby Ormsby Fobes 
19th played an important part. A 
son of the outstanding proven bull, 
King Bessie Mabel Susie, has been 
used and VPI Ormsby Korndyke ex- 
erted a profound influence on the 
herd. From the beginning only line- 
bred Ormsby bulls have been used 
While good breeding has played a 
great part in the phenomenal 20- 
year average above 400 pounds fat, 
the Middleton Brothers have helped 
boost the herd average by develop- 
ing a pasture program of the first 
order.

Summary 

On January 16 the Secretary of 
Agriculture announced revised goa!s 
for farm production in 1942. The 
goal for milk production was re- 
tained at 125 billion pounds, 7 per 
cent above the 1941 production. 
However, the goal for corn was in- 
creased by 5 million acreas (8 per 
cent above 1941) in order to have 
plenty of grain to continue the ex- 
pansion in meat, dairy, and poultry 
production now well underway. Ar- 
rangements are also being made to 
release Government-owned wheat for 
feeding at prices comparable with 
corn.

Wholesale prices of all dairy prod- 
ucts except butter probably will con- 


tinue substantially above a_ year 
earlier during the first quarter of 
1942. During the remainder of the 


year prices for these products may 
be about the same as a year earlier, 
or only slightly thigher. On the 
other hand, butter prices are new 
only slightly higher than a year 
earlier. If butter prices follow a 
normal seasonal trend during 1942, 
prices May average somewhat 
higher than a year earlier during 
the first quarter of the year but 
somewhat lower than in 1941 during 
the second quarter. The butterfat- 
feed price ratios probably will be 
substantially less favorable for milk 
producers during coming months 
than they were a year earlier, and 
the ratio of prices paid by conden- 
series for milk to feed-grain prices 
may be slightly less favorable. Con- 
sumer expenditures for dairy prod- 
ucts are likely to contnue larger 
than in the corresponding months of 
1941. 

Total milk production on January 
1 was 4 to 5 per cent larger than 
on the same date in 1941 but milk 
production per cow was only 1 per 
cent larger. Evaporated milk pro- 
duction in November was 92 per cent 
larger than in November 1940 and 
American cheese production was 44 
per cent lower. Butter production, 
on the other hand, was 2 per cent 
smaller. For the first 11 months of 
1941 production of dry skim milk 
for human consumption was 15 per 
cent larger than in the same period 
of 1940.—U. S. Bureau of Agricul- 
tur Economics, January 19, 1942. 





100 YEARS FOR FEED FIRM 


Hame chains rattled and traces 
creaked as laden covered wagons 
lumbered over mud roads in April, 
1842, the year that John W. Eshel- 
man opened a grist mill in a three- 
story building south of Lancaster, 
Pa. The business which began in 
that old stone grist mill has con- 
tinued into its 100th year, to be- 
come, it is believed, the oldest com- 
mercial live stock feed company it 
America. It has grown to include 
products and processes undreamed of 
by its originator. It is the Eshel- 
man Company, makers of Red Rose 
brand feeds, and it has remained in 
the same family for three genera- 
tions. The present officials and ownl- 
ers are grandsons of the founder. 

Today the company operates three 
modern plants at Lancaster, Pa. 
York, Pa., and Circleville, Ohio, and 
its own experimental farms where 
poultry and dairy feeds are 
“proven.” The farm, near Lancaster, 
is stocked with one of the state's 
good Holstein herds, many of which 
have been purchased at Earlville 
Sales.

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THE 500TH CENTURY PRODUCER 


Pearline De Kol Caesar of NS H 
1413909 is the 500th Holstein to ex- 
ceed 100,000 lbs of milk on Associa- 
tion supervised test, and the ninth 
100,000-pounder of the Norfolk 
State Hospital herd, Norfolk, Neb., 
her breeder. She reached the to- 
tal of 106,458 lbs of milk with 3,- 
860 lbs of fat in six lactations. 

In addition to her production 
achievement, ‘‘Pearline’’ has demon- 
strated some ability as a show ani- 
mal. She and her full sister, Peggy 
Inka Caesar of NSH, were first place 
produce of dam at the Nebraska 
State Fair for four consecutive years, 
and she was in the first prize Get of 
Sire group for three years placing 
as high as third in individual com- 
petition. Her “career” ended in 
death recently. 

The Norfolk State Hospital herd 
is a high producing unit. For the 
past two herd-test years the aver- 
age has exceeded 500 lbs of fat per 
cow. The yearly butterfat averages 
for the lastest seven years follow: 
485.9, 449.1, 451.8, 451.6, 497.3, 
518.6 and 513.7 lbs. 

That this herd—purebred since 
1915—-has done so well through per- 
iods of drought and other natural 
handicaps reflects considerable cred- 
it on its management. A. J. Gutz- 
mer, Steward of the Hospital, has 
directed much of the herd’s progress 
during many of the past 30 years. 
Ed Newsom has been in charge of 
herd care over 20 years. Alfalfa 
hay, grain, and silage are fed, and 
the herd is not kept in closed barns 
except during feeding and milking 
periods.

tation that they are representative 
of our cattle and so supply an argu- 
ment for any in the United States 
who might wish to exclude our 
cattle. 

Our representatives have continued 
the policy of cooperation with the 
other dairy breed Associations in 
making presentations to Government 
and other bodies where there were 
similar objectives. During the year 
representations were made in regard 
to Record of Performance, herd ac- 
creditation, calf vaccination, blood 
testing for parentage and milk mar- 
keting regulations. Some progress 
has resulted in extension and im- 
provement of some of these services. 

It has been felt that we lacked a 
complete record of the beginning of 
our Association and the establish- 
ment of the breed in Canada. The 
executive committee has taken action 
to collect as complete as possible a 
history of the founding of the Asso- 
ciation. The story of the work of 
the founders of our organization 
should be known and is likely to be 
something of an inspiration to the 
newer members. Plans are under 
way which we hope will provide us 
with an adequate breed and associa- 
tion history. 

A record Association like ours has 
two main objects. Of first importance 
is the recording of the animals in 
such a way that the breeding can be 
known with certainty. This demands 
from the breeder care to have a 
proper system of record of breeding, 
calving and identification, and un- 
failing attention to always recording 
these. From the Association, it calls 
for care in checking of all the items 
in the applications and in making 
such rules as will prevent errors oc- 
curring. Our office staff and flield- 
men have done an exceedingly care- 
ful lot of work along this line and 
have given our certificates an excel- 
lent reputation. The breeders also 
are accepting and supporting many 
exacting requirements. The putting 
into operation of the early registra- 
tion with very little friction is an ex- 
ample of the general desire to help 
make our records accurate. 


The second main object of a breed 
Association should be breed improve- 
ment through better production and 
desirable conformation. Encourage- 
ment in testing for production has 
always been a major policy of our 
Association. At first, grants were 
made to those starting testing, but 
more recently, publicity has been 
given to the cows making records 
and their owners, by publishing them 
in the Journal. This year a plan has 
been adopted under which special 
certificates will be awarded to owners 


of cows making large production rec- 
ords. 


Probably the greatest improve- 
ment in type has resulted from the 
competition of the show ring. To 
encourage this our Association has 
spent over a quarter of a million 
dollars in fair grants. An addition 
to this encouragement of improving 
conformation was the adoption of 
Selective Registration. There have 
been considerable changes made in 
the rules and procedure since it was 
first started. It required experience

whereby animals which have been vaccinated by the Fed- 
eral, State and properly supervised accredited veterinar- 
ians, and certification of such vaccination is made by the 
Livestock Sanitary officials of the state of origin.” 

Doctor J. V. Knapp, State Veterinarian, Tallahassee, 
Florida: ‘‘We contemplate changing our regulations to 
permit cattle to enter the state on certificate of vaccina- 
tion, together with blood test required for the purpose of 
showing the titer then carried by the animal.” 

Doctor T. B. Jones, State Veterinarian, Phoenix, 
Arizona: “Interstate regulation being considered to per- 
mit vaccinated calves to enter the State under the follow- 
ing conditions : Negative test before vaccination; posi- 
tive reaction thirty days after vaccination. The vaccina- 
tion to be supervised by an accredited veterinarian or 
any Federal Government or State Veterinarian or their 
deputies. An official record to be kept in the state rec- 
ords and copy presented to the Arizona State Veterinar- 
fan for approval before a permit can be granted for 
entry into the State of Arizona. Calves must be vaccina- 
ted between the ages of four and eight months with 
proper identification and only with vaccine approved by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry.” 


Donald P. Corbett, Chief, Division of Anima] Indus- 
try, Augusta, Maine: “Our regulations pertaining to 
interstate shipment are governed by law made by the 
Legislature and we have no authority to change these. 
At the next session of Legislature we plan to enter a bill 
so that these can come under rules and regulations and 
will offer an opportunity of accepting cattle that are 
properly vaccinated.”’ 

C. P. Bishop, Director, Bureau of Animal Industry, 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania: ‘‘We have under considera- 
tion at this time the modifying of our interstate 
regulations with special reference to the consideration of 
cattle which were vaccinated as calves between the ages 
of four and eight months under Federal-State super- 
vision. This regulation will set forth and define the 
Bang’s disease status of the herd from which such cattle 
shall originate to be eligible for entry into Pennsylvania 
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with the additional requirement that cattle vaccinated as 
calves shall be negative to the blood test for Bang’s 
disease prior to entry into Pennsylvania.” 

N. H. Howlett, Inspector in Charge, Montpelier, Ver- 
mont: ‘‘We prefer to issue a special permit, rather than 
change the import regulations, because we feel that a 
vaccinated calf that is positive and originates in a badly 
infected herd is not a good risk in a clean or certified 
herd until the blood titre has receded.” 

Several other states report no discrimination against 


vaccinated cattle but that they must be negative before 
being admitted.

D bandry at Iowa State College, now has the set-

we gather from this inference, as well as from personal 
review, that it is intended for the interested student of 
dairy cattle.

to demonstrate what was practical 
and acceptable to the public. In prac- 
tice, only the best animals are now 
graded and recommendation made 
that bulls be used from these cows. 
Uniformity in the grading is being 
achieved by having it done by one 
inspector. Mr. Holtby’s trip through 
the West last summer demonstrated 
that it is possible, if the breeders 
accept a yearly visit, that all our 
grading could be done by one Man. 
To give encouragement to this work 
it is intended to publish the names 
of the cows graded in Selective Reg- 
istration in the same way as is done 
with the Record of Performance 
tests. 


A few years ago, our Association 
adopted the plan suggested by Mr. 
Holtby, providing for a Master 
Breeder award to the herds breed- 
ing a specified percentage of cows 
and bulls that combined high pro- 
duction and good conformation. 


This may seem just a review of a 
bit of breed history, but it is for the 
purpose of showing that the Associa- 
tion has been pursuing a persistent 
policy of breed improvement. What 
should be our next step? We have 
registered over half a million cows 
and about fifty thousand have been 
awarded R.O.P. certificates and a 
much smaller percentage has been 
graded in Selective Registration. 
We need a vast expansion of testing 
and grading. So far no action has 
been taken to prevent registration 
of animals no matter if from infer- 
ior parentage. It would seem that 
we should soon seriously consider if 
it would not be a good policy to stop 
registering bulls from cows that have 
no credentials of good conformation 
or production. 


Your executive during the year 
lost one of its members in the person 
of Mr. R. P. Charbonneau, 2nd Vice- 
President.

In concluding this year of office, 
I wish to express my thanks to the 
Secretary, the Staff and the Directors 
whose consideration and co-operation 
have made the work with them very 
Pleasant. The future of the breed 
is mostly in the hands of a lot of 
young, energetic and _ progressive 
breeders and the directorate is also 
‘largely young men. Our Secretary is 
4 young man, capable. energetic and 
very interested in our breed. We 
have a general feeling of coopera- 
tion and good will among the breed- 
‘rs. There are few signs of much 
attention being given to fads of 
‘olor, type or test. We can, with 
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complete confidence, look forward to 
continued advancement and improve- 
ment.

more per cow per year. Such own- 
ers, close to 9,000 per year, are 
known as Roll of Honor dairymen. 
Their herds may be grade or pure 
bred, since the recognition is given 
solely on the basis of production 
performance. Also the honor may 
be won year after year, so long as 
the herd keeps its average butterfat 
yield above the minimum require- 
ment of 300 pounds. On many 
farms the certificates are framed and 
hung in the house or barn as a token 
proof of the herd’s productive merit. 
A few outstanding herds enjoy the 
distinction of having been on the 
Roll of Honor list each year since its 
inception. 


Last year the National Dairy As- 
sociation, in addition to issuing cer- 
tificates, sent copies of the 120 page 
“Review” of the 1941 #£National 
Dairy Show to Roll of Honor dairy- 
men. That stimulation to interest 
and the fact that the number of 
herds exceeding the 300 pound mark 
is increasing steadily brought the 
1941 Roll of Honor to well over 16,- 
000 members. 


The Association at its annual 
meeting December 2, voted to raise 
the requirement for Roll of Honor 
qualification to a minimum of 350 
pounds of butterfat per cow _ per 
year. Also it was voted that copies 
of the ‘‘Review” of the 1942 Show 
will be sent to owners of Roll of 
Honor herds producing 450 pounds 
of butterfat or more per cow and to 
as many ‘400 pound herds” as will 
bring the distribution of ‘‘Reviews’’ 
to 6,000 copies.
